FRANKFURT,  Germany — Here  In 
this  land,  defeated  by  war,  beset  by 
continued  hunger  and  distress,  the 
Allies — m  e  a  n  i  n  g  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  the  United  States — are 
still  dismantling  and  destroying  fac¬ 
tories  and  Industrial  plants. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  write  on 
this  subject  without  great  feeling,  for 
I  have  just  completed  a  tour  of  the 
Ruhr  district  of  Germany,  where 
much  of  the  manufacture  of  chemi¬ 
cals.  coal  products  and  steel  is  con¬ 
centrated.  For  a  week  I  have  visited 
one  plant  after  another,  and  have 
watched  the  gruesome  process  of  de¬ 
struction. 

This  act  of  vengeance  upon  a  de¬ 
feated  people,  four  and  more  years 
after  the  war,  is  economic  insanity, 
social  injustice  and  a  great  political 
mistake. 

What  the  German  people  want  is 
to  get  back  to  peaceful  work.  They 
want  a  chance  to  rebuild  their  homes, 
churches,  communities.  Dismantling 
of  their  factories  began  on  the  theory 
that  their  “war  potential**  must  be  de¬ 
stroyed.  In  other  words,  tear  down 
their  factories,  and  they  can't  make 
guns. 

But  what  is  war  potential?  And 
what  is  NOT?  In  America  during  the 
recent  war,  every  industry  was  geared 
to  war.  Even  the  soil  was  dedicated  to

lations  here  alleged  that  “a  recog¬ 
nized  major  aim  of  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  today  is  to  capture  th* 
United  States  and  make  it  the  baa* 
for  the  Catholization  of  the  world." 

Prepared  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Dawson,  di¬ 
rector  of  the  committee,  the  report 
further  asserted  that  the  Catholl* 
Church  was  seeking  to  use  the  Fed¬ 
eral  government  in  its  alleged  at¬ 
tempt  to  “win  America. ** 

At  the  same  time,  the  report 
charged,  the  Catholic  Church  seek* 
“to  capitalize  on  both  our  government 
and  resources  in  the  effort  to  anni¬ 
hilate  Russia  and  Russian  opposition 
to  the  Pope.’* 

“Baptists,  who  by  no  stretch  of  th* 
imagination  may  be  charged  with 
condoning  Communism,  cannot  on 
any  pretext  consent  to  Catholic* 
changing  our  Constitution  or  gaining 
clerical  control  of  our  governmental 
machinery,”  the  Dawson  report  stat-

A  Spiritual  Road  To  World  Peace

No  one  denies  that  the  greatest 
diplomatic  need  of  the  world  today 
is  a  universal  and  permanent  peace. 

Repeated  efforts  looking  to  the 
elimination  of  war  have  been  made 
since  the  turn  of  the  present  century. 
Although  several  achievements  are 
credited  to  the  United  Nations,  in 
spite  of  the  labors  of  that  body  the 
threat  of  another  major  war  still 
exists. 

The  Court  of  International  Justice 
welcomed  the  opportunity  to  arbi¬ 
trate  or  decide  Issues  submitted  to  it, 
but  it  had  no  authority  to  compel 
the  submission  of  disputes.  The 
League  of  Nations  and  the  United 
Nations  have  proceeded  too  largely 
on  the  false  theory  that  war  can  be 
prevented  by  political  and  economic 
pressure.  The  Briand-Kellog  Peace 
Pact  got  nowhere  in  bringing  about 
peace  because  many  of  the  signatory 
nations  were  insincere  in  their  pre¬ 
tensions  and  frankly  refused  to  live 
up  to  any  of  their  commitments. 
Oreat  armaments,  no  matter  how 


extensive  and  destructive,  cannot  pre¬ 
vent  war.  In  the  present  complex 
state  of  society,  no  human  mechan¬ 
ism  or  organization  whatever,  taken 
alone,  can  prevent  war  and  produce 
peace,  for  only  God,  the  creator  and 
ruler  of  the  universe,  has  the  neces¬ 
sary  wisdom  and  power  for  its  per¬ 
formance. 

Mere  men  who  are  shaping  the  in¬ 
ternational  policies  and  procedures  of 
the  various  nations  today  are  mak¬ 
ing  at  least  two  collossal  blunders: 
First,  they  have  presumed  they  could 
regulate  world  affairs  by  human  in¬ 
struments  without  the  assistance  of 
God.  Second,  they  have  failed  to  rec-

NEW  YORK—  (RNSt— Support  of  a 
Southern  Baptist  petition  for  PC O 
permission  to  start  168  church-operat¬ 
ed  FM  stations  in  Texas  was  implicit 
in  an  editorial  appearing  in  America, 
Roman  Catholic  weekly  published 
here. 

Pointing  out  that  oral  argument  on

•It  We  think  o t  the  early  Christians 
as  bound  together  by  strong  bonds  of 
■nlty.  bat  we  do  not  read  far  In  Acta 
tuitll  we  discover  sharp  differences. 
Oertaln  Jewish  Christians  believed 
rtrongly  that  Oentlles  could  come 
into  Christianity  only  by  way  of  Ju¬ 
daism.  Others  maintained  Just  as 
stoutly  the  opposite.  Instead  of  throw¬ 
ing  each  other  out  of  the  family,  what 
did  they  do?  Luke  tells  us  how  they 
came  together  at  Jerusalem  In  a 
eouncll.  where  both  sides  had  full  op¬ 
portunity  to  present  the  case. 

The  result  of  the  discussions  was  a 
clean-cut  victory  for  evangelical 
Christianity,  with  certain  concessions 
that  satisfied  the  Jud&isers  and  thus 
preserved  the  peace  of  the  churches. 
The  council  for  counsel  Is  the  New 
Testament  way.  Should  it  not  be  the 
Baptist  way? 

The  Democratic  Process 
A  New  Testament  church  Is  well  de- 
ertbed  as  a  spiritual  democracy. 
What  breaks  down  democracy?  Sever¬ 
al  things:  (1)  Ignorance  and  indif¬ 
ference  on  the  part  of  the  constituen¬ 
cy:  (2)  lack  of  faith  In  the  people's 
ability  to  govern  themselves;  (3)  Un¬ 
willingness  to  admit  the  right  of  oth¬ 
ers  to  difference  of  opinion;  (4)  Dic¬ 
tatorial  methods  that  rob  the  people 
of  their  right  of  representation  in 
discussions  and  decisions. 

The  democratic  process  demands 
the  sharing  of  differences  as  well  as 
likenesses.  The  process  is  essentially 
that  of  free  discussion  under  guid¬ 
ance.  Since  this  becomes  impractical 
when  large  numbers  are'  Involved, 
representatives  are  chosen  to  care 
for  particular  interests.  Obviously 
these  representatives  must  come  to¬ 
gether  for  free  discussion  If  there  is 
to  be  teamwork  in  the  body  which 
they  represent. 

When  we  look  at  the  complex  pic¬ 
ture  made  by  all  the  leaders  In  the 
church — Sunday  School.  Training  Un¬ 
ion.  W  M.  U.,  Brotherhood,  Deacons — 
we  are  bound  to  ask.  How  can  we 
bring  unity  out  of  this  diversity?  The 
practical  answer  is:  Through  the 
church  council;  this  group  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  several  organizations 
and  interests  of  the  church,  and  of 
the  church  at  large,  meeting  in  regu¬ 
lar  conference  may  see  together  their 
needs,  their  objectives,  their  plans 
and  programs,  their  problems  and 
difficulties.  They  may  thus  give  and 
take,  arrange  and  rearrange,  until 
conclusions  are  reached  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  several  organizations 
and  of  the  church  as  a  whole.  Is  not 
this  truly  the  New  Testament  and 
therefore  the  Baptist  principle  of

pected  U  convince  a  Federal  agency 
that  K  b  not  violating  the  American 
Constitution  by  allowing,  in  its  regu¬ 
lation  or  public  property,  access  to 
the  air  to  a  religious  group." 

"The  real  questions  facing  the 
FOC,"  America  said,  "is  whether  or 
not  denial  of  the  petition  would  con¬ 
stitute  denial  of  freedom  of  speech 
to  religious  groups." 

The  church-operated  stations  In 
Texas  would  be  ten-watt  outlets  cost¬ 
ing  about  $2,500  each.  They  would 
cover  an  area  from  three  to  five 
square  miles  and  would  “bring  Christ 
Into  the  home." 

According  to  an  August  statement 
by  Dr.  R.  Alton  Reed,  director  of 
radio  activities  for  the  Baptist  Gener¬ 
al  Convention  of  Texas,  a  total  of 
459  Southern  Baptist  churches  In  13 
states  and  the  Dlstrlst  of  Columbia 
have  signed  tentative  applications  to 
operate  low-power  FM  stations.

Induced  by 
a  false  idea  of  tolerance  among  Prot¬ 
estants."  the  report  said,  “causing 
them  to  take  frieht  at  any  charge  of 
bigotry  hurled  by  Catholics  against 
encroachments  that  suppress  free 
speech  and  kill  Constitutional  action  * 

The  committee,  holding  its  semi¬ 
annual  meeting,  commented  on  the 
appeal  being  made  In  the  so-called 
Dixon  case  by  the  Protestant  plain¬ 
tiffs.  who  now  hold  that  the  Judg¬ 
ment  barring  Catholic  teachers  from 
public  schools  In  New  Mexico  to  too 
narrow.  The  plaintiffs  are  seeking  to 
have  such  teachers  barred  as  a  class. 

No  one  should  be  barred  from 
teaching  in  the  schools,  the  commit¬ 
tee  said,  unless  “on  legal  proof  that  a 
person  of  given  religious  alignment 
has  been  found  guilty  of  teaching  his 
sectarian  faith.” 

Rating  Approved 

"We  think."  the  group  added,  "the 
Judge’s  ruling  in  this  was  correct,  be- 
exise  there  is  a  Constitutional  provi¬ 
sion  against  setting  up  a  religious 
test  for  holding  public  office,  which 
we  stoutly  support  In  the  interest  of 
religious  liberty. 

•It  may  eventually  come  to  pass 
that  Roman  Catholics,  in  obedience 
to  an  oath  made  to  their  Church  to 
teach  their  particular  faith,  may  be 
Judged  as  inrapacitated  to  keep  the 
law  in  respect  to  sectarian  teaching 
In  the  public  schools,  but  we  doubt 
that  the  Supreme  Court  would  sus¬ 
tain  such  an  allegation. 

“Roman  Catholics  have  repeatedly 
complained  that  Baptist  preachers 
are  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of 
Missouri  and  should  be  ousted.  If 
Catholics  mean  this,  to  he  consistent 
they  should  immediately  withdraw  all 
their  priests  and  nuns  from  teaching 
in  the  public  schools."  The  commit¬ 
tee  added  that  Baptist  preachers  do 
not  wear  a  distinctive  religious  garb 
•r  earry  sectarian  insignia. 

Commenting  on  religious  liberty  to 
the  world,  the  Baptists  said  “Roman 
Catholicism  in  Communist  countries 
obscures  the  basic  offense  of  political 
totalitarianism  in  its  ruthless  tnsts- 
tance  upon  subservience  of  religion 
to  the  State  by  such  dubious  Catholic 
attitudes  as  the  Pope’s  authority  exer¬ 
cised  beyond  his  own  domain,  by  the 
Catholic  grasp  on  the  schools  and  the 
Catholic  monopoly  of  land  tenures." 

Supports  Barden  Bill 

The  committee  re-stated  its  approv¬ 
al  of  Federal  aid  to  public  schools 
only,  as  would  be  provided  by  the 
controversial  Barden  Bill.  The  group 
also  voiced  disapproval  of  diacrimlna- 
.  tion  in  education  because  of  race.

The  Church  Council  In  Action 

First,  the  church  council  Is  author¬ 
toed  and  constituted  by  church  action. 
Ordinarily  It  will  consist  of  pastor, 
educational  director,  church  secretary 
(•r  other  staff  members)  ex-officio; 
church  clerk,  treasurer,  chorister;  one 
•r  more  representatives  from  dea¬ 
eons  Sunday  school.  Training  Union, 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union,  Brother¬ 
hood;  and  two  or  three  members  at 
large.  Usually  the  pastor  will  preside, 
with  church  secretary  or  clerk  as  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  council. 

The  council  agenda  (carefully  pre¬ 
pared  In  advance)  might  be  somewhat 
as  follows:  (1)  Scripture  reading  and 
prayer.  (2)  Reports  of  progress  since 
last  meeting.  (3)  Calendar  of  activi¬ 
ties  and  meetings  for  the  month  <ot 
quarter)  ahead.  (4)  Problems  which 
need  Joint  consideration.  (5)  Needs 
which  should  be  supplied  cooperative¬ 
ly.  (#>  Objectives  which  call  for  team¬ 
work.  (7)  Possibilities  of  friction 
which  should  be  prevented.  (8)  Spiri¬ 
tual  emphasis  In  which  all  may  join. 
(9)  Denominational  calendar  which 
should  be  taken  Into  account.  (10) 
Season  of  prayer  for  special  objects. 

Keeping  the  Council  Democratic 

The  danger  of  such  a  council  Is 
that  It  may  become  a  kind  of  Baptist 
“presbytery.”  This  danger  will  be  ob¬ 
viated  If  the  church  at  the  beginning 
clearly  defines  the  council’s  limita¬ 
tions.  It  is  always  to  be  a  “council 
for  counsel.”  never  a  legislative  body. 
Its  finding  and  conclusions  are  al¬ 
ways  to  be  brought  back  to  the 
church  for  confirmation,  amendment, 
or  rejection.  Its  Inter-organization 
agreements  are  always  to  be  referred 
to  the  group  or  groups  Involved,  nev¬ 
er  imposed  arbitrarily. 

The  spirit  of  the  council  to  of  para¬ 
mount  importance.  Such  a  spirit,  with 
the  church  council  as  agency,  would 
prevent  most  church  difficulties  and 
bring  them  quickly  to  solution  should 
they  arise.

Alabama  Baptists  Decide 
On  Federal  Hospital  Funds 

MOBILE,  Ala— (BP)— Alabama 
Baptists  voted  to  return  two  Birming¬ 
ham  hospitals,  owned  by  them  less 
than  a  year,  to  the  original  owners, 
the  Birmingham  Baptist  Association. 
The  action  came  when  a  large  part  of 
the  convention  objected  to  a  proposal 
to  accept  up  to  two  million  dollars 
for  enlargement  from  the  federal 
government  under  the  Hill-Burton 
Act.  It  is  expected,  according  to  Hal 
D.  Bennett,  associate  editor.  Al«b*m» 
BaptM,  that  the  association  will  ac¬ 
cept  the  money  or  surrender  the  hos¬ 
pitals  to  a  self-perpetuating  board 
of  trustees. 

The  convention  also  voted  a  SHOO.ono 
Cooperative  Program  budget  with  45 
percent  going  to  Southwide  causes. 

The  messengers  refused  to  pass  a 
resolution  calling  for  a  petition  to 
the  Alabama  congressional  delegation 
calling  for  a  constitutional  amend¬ 
ment  guaranteeing  complete  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state.  The  ref" 'a! 
was  on  the  ground  that  the  petition 
would  question  the  efficacy  of  the 
U.  S.  Constitution’s  First  Amendment 
protecting  religious  liberty  and  pre¬ 
venting  state  interference  with  re¬ 
ligion.

Many  people  hesitate  to  join  the 
ehnreh  because  they  do  not  know  how  and 
they  hesitate  to  ask  for  fear  they  may 
seem  Ignorant.  However,  they  need  not 
have  such  fear  since  different  organisa¬ 
tions  do  have  different  methods  of  join¬ 
ing.  Ho  what  they  want  to  ask  Is:  “How 
do  you  go  about  joining  a  Baptist 
Church?” 

That  Is  a  good  question  and  we  want 
to  help  you  answer  It.  Pick  out  the  situa¬ 
tion  below  that  fits  you  and  read  the 
answer.  If  this  is  not  sdeqoate,  speak 
to  the  pastor  of  the  church  you  wish  to 
Join,  and  he  will  be  happy  to  help  you 
further. 

One  thing  needs  special  emphasis.  Do 
not  delay  putting  your  membership  in 
some  church.  The  Lord  knew  what  He 
was  doing  when  He  established  His 
church  to  carry  ou  His  work.  Also,  He 
wants  you  to  count  for  Him  where  you 
live.  Do  not  worry  about  leaving  the  old 
home  church  and  loved  ones  there;  you 
have  already  left  them  when  yon  moved. 
Now  move  your  membership  to  where 
you  live.  Always  move  your  membership 
immediately  after  you  more  into  a  new 
community,  regardless  of  whether  you 
plan  to  stay  five  months  or  five  years. 
People-oftcn  stay  places  .longer  than  they 
originally  Intended,  and  the  longer  they

wnen  me  nrsi  cnurcn  colleges  were 
established  they  were  designed  to 
meet  the  two  most  urgent  needs  of 
that  day.  namely,  an  educated  min¬ 
istry  and  educated  school  teachers. 
The  courses  of  study  and  the  degrees 
offered  were  primarily  for  these  ob¬ 
jectives.  As  new  colleges  sprang  up  In 
the  wake  of  Increasing  and  expanding 
population  they,  too.  followed  this 
pattern.  In  that  day  a  large  percen¬ 
tage  of  students  enrolled  In  colleges 
were  either  ministers  or  school  teach- 
recei\e  ers  These  schools  served  their  gen¬ 
erations  well.  The  pattern  they  adopt¬ 
ed  was  suited  to  their  needs  They 
met  the  challenge  of  their  day. 

New  Educational  Needs 
Today  we  have  come  upon  new 
times  with  additional  needs  In  the 
field  of  Christian  education.  College 
education  Is  no  longer  restricted  to 
ministers  and  school  teachers.  Chris¬ 
tian  churches  realize  that  it  Is  of  tre¬ 
mendous  Importance  to  have  doctors, 
lawyers,  scientists,  business  and  pro¬ 
fessional  men  and  women  educated  in 
the  Christian  atmosphere  of  a  Chris¬ 
tian  school. 

Weakness  of  Our  Present  System 

Here  is  the  weakness  In  our  pres¬ 
ent  denominational  educational  sys¬ 
tem:  We  have  the  schools  to  provide 
higher  education  for  our  preachers 
and  teachers,  but  with  few  excep- 
by  beauti-  tions.  we  have  made  only  meager  pro¬ 
visions  for  the  remainder  of  our  con¬ 
stituency.  We  have  considered  It  very 
important  to  have  our  teachers  and 
ministers  educated  In  our  own 
schools;  but  we  have  left  our  doc¬ 
tors,  lawyers,  business  and  profes¬ 
sional  men  and  women  to  get  their 
special  training  wherever  they  can. 
In  fact,  we  are  trying  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  our  people  to¬ 
day  with  the  college  pattern  of  colon¬ 
ial  days. 

A  Step  In  the  Right  Direction 

It  may  be  argued  that  no  denomi¬ 
nation  could  hope  to  offer  profes¬ 
sional  education  for  all  Ites  constit¬ 
uency,  and  that  such  a  system  would 
be  economically  prohibitive.  This  Is 
only  true  In  part.  Tennessee  Baptists 
have  three  four  year  co-educational 
colleges,  and  with  only  a  few  excep¬ 
tions  they  are  all  doing  practically 
the  same  type  of  work.  It  these  three 
schools.  In  addition  to  their  present 
basic  courses,  could  become  strong  In 
one  In  law  and 
social  science,  another  In  the  teach¬ 
ing  profession,  and  the  other  In  the 
sciences,  they  would  greatly  Improve 
the  quality  and  broaden  the  scope  of 
service  to  their  constituency.  The  law 
school  at  Cumberland  University  Is  a 
step  In  that  direction.  In  such  a  pro¬ 
gram  the  three  schools  would  cease 
to  be  In  competition  with  each  other, 
and  each  school  would  have  a  State- 
morn-  wide  appeal  and  service.

THE  SEMINARY  IN 
ZURICH,  SWITZERLAND 
By  John  Allen  Moere 

The  new  seminary  In  Rueschllkon- 
Zurlch,  Switzerland,  began  Its  work 
In  September  with  a  capacity  enroll¬ 
ment  of  twenty-four  students. 

‘It  la  not  only  a  school  of  learn¬ 
ing"  as  Dr.  Henry  Cook  of  London 
at  a  recent  service  In  Rueschllkon 
expressed  It.  “but  a  place  of  meet¬ 
ing.”  Ten  nations  are  represented  In 
the  little  student  body:  Germany, 
France.  USA.  Austria.  Belgium,  Hol¬ 
land.  Italy.  Norway,  Denmark,  and 
Finland. 

There  are  only  six  dormitory  roams 
and  several  students  must  Uve  to¬ 
gether  In  each  one.  No  two  students 
of  the  same  nationality  are  In  any 
room  together.  In  room  3.  for  In¬ 
stance.  we  find  (1)  Walter  F*ullbrandt, 
1$.  son  of  the  Baptist  pastor  In  Pfo ra¬ 
il  elm,  Germany.  While  they  lived  In 
basements  for  weeks  during  the  war, 
their  village  was  totally  destroyed  by 
air  bombardment.  Then  after  the 
war  there  were  difficulties  with  the 
Russian  authorities  because  the  FuD- 
brandts  had  friends  in  the  west  and 
knew  how  to  speak  English,  and  they 
had  to  flee,  leaving  everything  they 
possesed.  (21  Cornells  Mostert  la  from 
The  Hague,  Holland.  25  years  of  age, 
blond,  and  has  a  very  pleasant  man¬ 
ner.  (3)  Kaare  Lauveng  Is  somewhat 
older  than  the  others,  29  His  home 
is  north  of  the  Arctic  Circle  In  Nor¬ 
way.  where  he  was  a  deep-sea  fisher¬ 
man  for  ten  years.  Four  years  ago  be 
felt  the  call  to  preach  and  since  that 
time  he  has  taken  the  full  theological 
course  at  the  Baptist  8emlnary  In 
Oslo,  Norway,  serving  during  that 
time  as  a  student  pastor  also.  He  Is 
with  us  as  a  special  student  for  one 
year.  Kaare  has  some  trouble  with 
his  English  yet.  but  he  Is  patient  and 
persevering.  His  ambition  Is  to  be¬ 
come  a  missionary  to  the  Slavs.  (4) 
Knut  Koester  Is  from  Vienna,  where 
his  father  Is  pastor  of  the  Baptist 
church.  Knut  was  studying  architec¬ 
ture  when  he  attended  a  Baplst  Stu¬ 
dent  Convention  and  was  Impressed 
that  he  should  study  for  the  min¬ 
istry.  There  are  very  few  trained 
leaders  In  Austria,  and  he  wants  to 
return  there  for  pastoral  and  evan¬ 
gelistic  work.  It  Is  too  bad  we  did  not 
know  about  Knut  when  we  were  buy¬ 
ing  the  seminary  beds!  His  Is  six  feet 
four,  and  the  beds  are  quite  a  lot 
shorter  than  that.  Knut*s  classmate, 
Henry  Aalto  of  Finland  Is  less  than 
five  feet  six.  You  would  like  to  meet 
the  grinning  Henry  too,  but  he  Is  to 


another  room,  and  we  must  not  begin 
an  those. 

We  fixed  two  new  rooms  to  take 
care  of  this  class  and  two  more  are 
In  the  process  of  building,  but  that 
will  exhaust  the  resources  of  *he  pres¬ 
ent  building,  which  houses  also  the 
administrative  offices,  classrooms, 
chapel,  library,  dining  hall,  apart¬ 
ments  for  president  and  business 
manager,  kitchen,  laundry  room,  and 
servant  quarters.  Dr.  Haraszty.  one 
of  the  teachers,  has  a  room  In  the 
seminary  building,  as  will  Dr.  Klaus 
VI  els  ter.  who  comes  on  November  1 
to  conduct  the  preparatory  depart¬ 
ment.  The  others  of  us  have  apart¬ 
ments  In  the  village:  the  John  Watt¬ 
ses.  Crabtrees  (of  London),  and 
Moores  (of  Tupelol . 

Most  of  the  students  are  without 
funds.  Some  of  them  get  a  little  help 
from  their  churches  or  Baptist  Un¬ 
ions.  but  almost  every  one  needs  a 
work  scholarship.  The  students  do 
most  of  the  manual  and  semi-skilled 
work  In  connection  with  the  upkeep 
of  the  beautiful  seminary  property, 
with  Its  7  1-2  acre  campus.  Each  one 
gives  five  hours  a  week  as  his  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  ongoing  of  seminary 
life;  In  addition,  he  may  work  as 
much  as  ten  hours,  with  remunera¬ 
tion.  Since  the  seminary  budget,  so 
generously  supported  by  the  W.  M.  U., 
still  has  insufficient  funds  for  all  the 
necessary  student  aid.  the  Southern 
Baptist  Relief  Committee  Is  assisting 
with  It  for  his  session. 

If  we  are  to  receive  a  new  clam  each 
year  we  must  begin  almost  Immed¬ 
iately  to  make  plans  for  additional 
buildings  We  must  anticipate,  also, 
that  most  of  our  students  for  a  long 
time  to  come  will  be  unable  to  pay 
even  their  living  expenses  during 
their  period  of  study  here.  It  would 
be  better,  too,  to  have  the  faculty  In 
seminary  apartments  on  the  campus 
If  buildings  can  be  provided  for  that; 
but  the  other  needs  are  more  ur¬ 
gent,  of  course. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  en¬ 
couraging  support  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  women.  Pray  that  the  Lord  may 
make  us  worthy  stewards  of  the  great 
opportunity  for  world  undersanding 
and  world  evangellxalon  here  to  the 
heart  of  needy  Europe.

To  Head  Tennessee  Baptists 

Dr.  James  L.  “Jimmy”  Sullivan,  a 
native  Mlssisslpplan  and  former  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  Clinton  and  Brookhaven 
Baptist  churches  was  unanimously 
elected  president  of  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  Convention  for  the  coming 
year. 

Dr.  Sullivan  Is  a  graduate  of  Tyler  - 
towr  High  8chool  and  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  where  he  was  an  outstanding 
athlete  and  student  leader,  being 
president  of  the  student  body  and 
captain  of  the  Choctaw  football  team 
In  his  senior  year. 

After  graduation  from  the  Baptist 
Seminary  In  Louisville,  Kentucky,  he 
had  held  pastorates  In  Beaver  Dam, 
Kentucky,  Ripley,  Tennessee,  Clinton 
and  Brookhaven,  Mississippi,  and  the 
Belmont  Heights  Baptist  church  at 
Nashville  where  he  has  been  since 
August,  1944. 

Dr.  Sullivan  Is  the  son  of  J.  W.  Sul¬ 
livan  of  Duck  Hill,  formerly  of  Tyler- 
town,  and  the  brother  of  C.  Arthur 
Sullivan,  Jackson  attorney. 

The  convention  voted  to  accept  the 
three  million  dollar  East  Tennessee 
Baptist  Hospital,  started  and  built  by 
Baptists  of  that  part  of  the  state.

Herman  A.  Waggener,  8 r.,  490  Ford 
Avenue,  Jackson,  died  unexpectedly 
with  thrombosis  at  a  local  hospital  am 
Saturday  morning,  November  5. 

He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  T.  A.  Waggener  of  Martin,  Tenn., 
widely  known  throughout  West  Tennes¬ 
see  and  Kentucky.  He  was  a  deacon  of 
the  Emmanuel  Church,  Jackson.  He  lived 
such  a  radiant  Christian  life,  putting 
Christ  first  in  his  daily  habits,  many 
friends  remarked  “You  can  really  see 
Jesus  in  Mr.  Waggener's  countenance.”

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CROP  Commodities  Sought 
Miss.  Quota  Is  50  Carloads 

CHICAGO — A  goal  of  3500  railroad 
earloads  of  America’s  farm  products 
So  fill  Friendship  Food  Trains  for  the 
needy  overseas  has  been  set  for  this 
year’s  nationwide  drive  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Rural  Overseas  program  (CROP). 

The  farm-to-farm  drive,  which  is 
•oncentrated  in  the  nation’s  33  top 
agricultural  states.  wUl  be  conducted 
during  the  Individual  state’s  harvest 
season.  . 

“Our  goal,  simply,  is  to  help  feed 
itie  aged,  ill,  orphans  and  destitute 
overseas,  in  the  name  of  Christian 
brotherhood,"  John  D.  Metzler,  na¬ 
tional  CROP  chairman,  said. 

“Every  bushel  of  wheat  and  com, 
every  crate  of  eggs  and  can  of  milk, 
will  help  to  meet  the  worldwide  need 
as  described  in  eyewitness  reports  of 
church,  farm  and  government  au¬ 
thorities.  CROP  commodities  reach 
those  unfortunates  who  are  desper¬ 
ately  in  need  because  they  are  not 
reached  by  any  other  group.” 
Mississippi’s  quota  is  50  carloads. 
Commodities  sought  in  the  various 
state  drives  illustrate  America’s  ver¬ 
satile  agricultural  economy,  it  was 
pointed  out.  These  Include  wheat, 
•om.  milk,  eggs,  beans,  soybeans,  oats, 
cotton,  dried  fruits,  sugar,  lard,  flour, 
rtce,  livestock,  peas,  wool  and  peanuts. 
Emphasis  in  CROP  is  on  the  giving 
•f  commodities  although  cash  is  ac¬ 
cepted  and  exchanged  for  exportable 
products. 

The  commodities  are  shipped  over¬ 
seas  in  bulk,  officials  said,  to  save 
expense  and  to  provide  employment 
bi  processing  the  goods  as  well  as  re¬ 
lief.  The  products  then  are  distributed 
by  church  agencies  to  the  neediest, 
regardless  of  race  or  creed. 

The  CROP  program,  which  was 
Parted  In  August.  1947,  Is  sponsored 
by  Catholic  Rural  Life,  Church  World 
Service  <22  Protestant  denominations) 
and  Lutheran  World  Relief.
